REPUBLICAN STATE 
C JKVENTI0N 
YESTERDAY. 


Nom inations by C ongressional D istrict Con­ 
ven tion s—P latform —E lectors—A lter­ 
n ates—S tate C entral Com m ittee 


The Republican State Convention met in the 
Assembly Chamber at the Capitol yesterday. 
The 
Convention was called to order at 2:10 r. m. by VV. 
W. Morrow, Chairman of the Slate Ceutral Commit­ 
tee. He said that nnder the Constitution aud the 
laws the people of California have six votes in the 
Electoral College. It is believed to be the wish and 
desire of the people of California that they be ea9t 
for Garfield and Arthur. [Applause.] The Conven­ 
tion has therefore been called together to nominate 
the Electors to cast thoee votes 
The Secretary will 
read the call for the Convention. 
J. R. Finlayson, Secretary of the State Central 
Committee, then read the call for the assembling of 
the Convention, constituted by the counties of the 
State sending up S94 delegates. 


ORGANIZATION. 
The Chair called for nominations for temporary 
Chairman. G. W. Tyler of Alameda presented tne 
name of Charles N. Fox of Alameda. 
[Applause.] 
He moved he be declared the choice of the Conven­ 
tion by acclamation. [Applause.] Carriel. 
Mr. Boruck and Mr. T> ler were appointed to es­ 
cort Mr. Fox to the chair, which they did. 
Mr. Fox was greeted with applause. He said it 
was an honor of which any man might well be 
proud to be called to preside over a Convention of 
patriots such as this. [Applause ] The faces be 
fore him gave assurance of the purpose which 
bromrht these men together, and that it will be ac 
complished. 
Disguise it as we may, that purpose is 
to organise for V.e last trreat struggle of the re­ 
bellion [applause]; toso orgauize and place Cali­ 
fornia in ih j right place in the struggl •, that she 
may aid the victory which is to be so complete that 
there shall never again be heard the cry, “ A solid 
South.” [Applause J 
In lt>i>4 the enemy stood 
armed against the nation; to-day the sama men, 
under the same leadership, have clasped hands 
over their stacked 
arms with their

of the North to attempt by starvation what they 
failed to accomplish in oattle. [Applause.] As we 
e ter on this contest with the adversaries, we do it, 
he said, with such confidence in our leaders as never 
before had the American people felt, for never be­ 
fore had the people felt so forcibly, prior to an elec­ 
tion, the fitness, ability and statesmanship of a 
chosen standard-bearer, not even when the iminort&l 
Line do was presented, for the peop.e had not then 
realized all his greatness. 
He felt assured the dele­ 
gates would go out from the Convention and en­ 
thuse the {>eople with the true principles of the 
campaign, 3 j that they may aid ftill mure to the as­ 
sured victory the party is to win.

As to the unwisdom of change, there would never 
be a time when a committee would not have some 
unfinished work. All unfinished work that is worthy 
can be perpetuated by a new committee 
He would 
like to have the committee large”, and have one 
member in each county. 
F. M. Pixley of San Francisco urged the adoption 
of the minority report, and said the history of the 
party showtd no record of such perpetuation of a 
committee as proposed. He said there were two 
classes «.-f men needed on the committee, and one is 
the class who car. go to the men of means and se­ 
cure their aid for the party. The other class is of 
that kind who know how to mar.age a campnign. 
Some of the present committee were not of the first 
class and some not of the second, but some had (he 
confidence of the people. 
He opposed all men 
being ou a Central Committee who use their posi­ 
tions to gain offices for themselves. He,too,wanted 
a commute*, man in everv conn tv. The report of 
the committee was impertinent, in his opinion, as 
the committee had gone beyond the scope of itsduty 
in its suggestions. 
Mr. Tyler said two gentlemen by him stated that 
the State Central Committee at the last Convention 
asked that no new committee be named until after 
the nominations by the National Convention, so 
that the committee might be named so as to be in 
harmony with the action of the national body. 
D. McClure offered a substitute for both reports, 
so far as they refer to the Ceutral Committee. 
The 
substitute provided for a 9 ate Central Committee to 
be made up by one member from each county, and 
in counties w itere there is more than one Senatorial 
District, that there be one for each Senator elected 
in such Senatorial Districts, each district to name 
its member : and that the Chair appoint in addition 
fifteen members at large, who shall constitute the 
Executive Committee. He supported his substitute 
at length. The present committee was erected for 
the late gubernatorial campaign, but now the Con­ 
vention is entitled to have a r.ew committee for a 
Presidential campaign, to manage it and lead on to 
victory. The delegates came up understanding a 
new committee was to ho created at this time. 
Mr. Grogg of Kern said he was one of the Com­ 
mittee on Organization. The trouble had been, it 
was said, that acts of tho Executive Committee hid 
been found objectionable, and the Central Com­ 
mittee could never be got together to correct it. 
It had been told him that that statement was true, 
and hence the report calling for an enlargement of 
the committee 
He defended the majori y report, 
and resented the charge of impertinence as un­ 
called for and without 
warrant. 
He said the 
proposition to have one member in c c h county 
would result iu the committee never being got 
together. 
Mr. McCaUmn of Alameda fa- orcd the substitute 
for both reports, claiming it would result in a more 
repr.fontari e body than now constituí s the State 
Centre Committee. 
A d* legate from Eutte favored the minority re­ 
port, and said that his people desired to have a 
voice in choosing the committee, and to be repre­ 
sent d m>on it, and he believed it right for all sec­ 
tions to re likewise represented. 
Mr. Solomon of San Fraucisco urged the appoint­ 
ment of a committee, large aud widely scattered- 
one in each couatv—with an executive committee 
to do 1he hard work at the headquarters. 
Mr Greis moved to lay the substitute on the 
table. Lost. 
The substitute of Mr. McClure was adopted. 
Mr. McClure moved to amend the report further, 
by making the assessment $1 60 instead of $ , and 


said the debt of the Ceutral Committee was $<VA>, 
and most be paid, 
Mr. Pixley sa d the expenses of the Convention 
wer. but $30, and the remainder of tbe $600 was 
m inly for advertising. 
Mr. Tyler opp-.ised assessing delegates, who came 
here at heavy personal expenses 
The amendment was lost. 
C. T. Jones of Sacramento moved to strike out 
so much of the report as provided that there shall 
be no Sergeant at Arms. 
Lost. 
The report a-» amended by tne substitute of Mr. 
McClu c was then adopted. ’ 
L. B. Mizner moved that the Cnair hare ten days 
in which to select the Executive Committee, saying 
it was a task ««f difficulty, and that it involved 
perhaps the success <»f the |»arty in the State. 
A n otion to amend to make it five was accepted. 
Mr. Boruck said to adopt that rule would prevent 
the committee getting to work until too lat» a date. 
He moved to lay the motion ou the table, ahd his 
motion prevailed. 
A recess of fifteen minuses was then taken, to al­ 
low tbe as-sesdments to be collected. 
PLATFORM. 
Mr. Dickinson then read, in behalf of the Com- 
mittce of Resolutions, the following as the report of 
the committee. Each resolution was greeted with 
applause: 
The Republican party of California in Convention 
assembled declares as follows 
1. That we adopt and nffirtn the principles so 
clearly set forth in the platform adopted b the Na­ 
tional Republican Couveution recently assemt-led at 
Chicago. 
That we recognize in James A. Garfield and 
Cheater A. Arthur honest and representativa citi­ 
zens of our nation, able and intelligent exponents of 
the principles of the Republican party, aud that 
their election will be a triumph of those principles 
upon which our qational existence aud industrial 
prosperity depcnds> 
3. That in the most emphatic manner we declare 
that the presence of Chinese laltorers upon this con­ 
tinent is detrimental to the heat interests of the 
American people. That their immigration should 
be prohibited, and to that end that the Burltugaine 
treaty should be abrogated, and that Congress should 
pass such laws as will prevent the further immigra­ 
tion of Chinese to this coast. We indorse and ap­ 
prove the act of President Hayes in the appointment 
of a Commission to the Government of China for 
the purp«i8e of modifying the Burlingame treaty. 
We especiallv indorse and approve that part o* the 
National Republican platform that opposes Chinese 
immigration and thus declares the question to be 
one of national importance. That we indorae and 
approve the declarations of General Garfield in his 
letter of acceptance, in which he «ays : “ We cannot 
consent to allow any form of servile labor to be intro­ 
duced among us under the guise of immigration,” 
and that “ it will be the out} of Congress to miti­ 
gate the evils already felt, and prevent their in 
crease by such restriction as without violence or in­ 
justice wi l placo upon a sure foundation the peace 
of our comm unities and the freedom and dig. ity of 
labor.” We <*a 1 attention to the significance t.f 
General Hancock’s silence upon this Cninese ques 
tion in his letter of acceptance, and accept it as pro f 
conclusive that the Democratic party, under the iu- 
fiuence of a solid South, cannot be trusted to legis­ 
late upon this question of Chinese immigration. 
4. That we recognize as a funoamental principle 
of American liberty “ that it is only by a full vote, a 
free ballot and a fair count that the people can rule," 
but that throughout the solid South, as ruled by 
the Democratic party, neither a full vote m r a free 
ballot now exist, nor can a fair count be had except 
through the complete victory of the Rt publican 
party and the triumph of its principies. 
Mr. Haukins addic^scd the Convention, and read 
from a r* jxirt of a citizen of his experience in Ala­ 
bama, detailing facts showing that there is not 
freedom of ballot aud speech there. 
The report of the committee was unanimously 
adopted. 
ELECTORS. 
The Chair then called f r nominations for Elec­ 
tors. 
Mr. McClure nominated General John F. Miller 
of Napa as an Elector for the ¡State at Large. 
On motion of F. Von flhein, Mr. Miller was nomi­ 
nated by acclamation. [Applause.] 
W. F. Smith of San francisco nominated Henry 
Edgerton of Sacramento as an Elector at Large. 
On motion of J. P. H. Wentworth he was nomi­ 
nated by acclamation 
[Applause.] 
In the matter of nominating alternates at large, 
T. B. McFarland said he thought the Conveutiou 
not ready to nominate them ; that the Central Com­ 
mittee could if ueceesary name alternates. 
Mr. Adams of Santa Cruz nominated as alternate 
Henry Cowell. 
D. McClure nominateJ W. T. Garrett of San 
Francisco. 
On motion of J. P. II. Wentworth, both were 
chosen by acclamation. [Applause ] 
A committee of the Firet Congressional District 
reported that the District Convention had nomi­ 
nated Horace Davis for Congress. Also that it had 
named Claus Spreckies as Elector, and Chas. Kohler 
as alternate. 
On motion of M D. Boruck the names of Messrs. 
Spreckies and Kohler were confirmed by acclama­ 
tion. 
From the Second District, Mr. Shattuck of Ala­ 
meda nominated W. E. Hale os Elector. 
Mr. Blanchard of El Dorado said the District Con­ 
vention had not yet recommended any oac as Elec­ 
tor. 
Mr. Shattuck said that the District Convention 
had adjourned until after the night adjournment of 
the State Convention, and therefore the State Con­ 
vention could not await its report. 
Mr. Hardeuberg moved thut the de!egates of the 
Second be allowed to retire and select an Elector. 
Alameda had not agreed to Mr. Hale, and Alaiueda 
did not constitute the Second District so aa to name 
Electors for it. 
Mr. Shattuck said a majority of the Alameda del­ 
egation had agreed on 3fr.

Mr. Harden berg then nominated as Elector from 
the Second District Charlea N. Fox of Alameda.

Mr. Aldrich of Placor nominated Creed Uaymond 
of Sacramente*. 
Mr. Blanchard said on Elector should be .able to 
make a thorough canvas-i of the State, and aa he 
could not stothat he decline I. 
Mr. Hardeuberg withdrew the name nf Mr Fox. 
W. A. Anderson of Sacramento renewed the 
nomination of Chas. N. Fox. 
Mr. Hardeuberg also renewed the nomination. 
Mr. McCollum seconded the nomination, and said 
an Elector ought to be a man able to cm vans the 
State, and he bo discreet that the record he makes 
in the canvass cannot be used against the party. 
He learned that Mr. Fox would canvass t-ti3 State, 
and his ability was well known, lie therefore urged 
his nomination.

He nominated in his place Samuel Cassidy of So- 


Tho Convention ratified the nomination of Mr.

H. W Byington of Sonoma indorsed tbe nomina­ 
tion of Mr. Cassidy, and spoke warmly in his praise. 
The Convention then unanimously nominated 
Mr. Cas idy. [Applause.]

THE FAi’E OF HIS POSITION. 
The Democracy ha3 twice attempted to 
substitute for its own unsavory record 
that of its nominee for the Presidency, 
and in both cases the result has been, not 
t J inspire public confidence in the regen­ 
eration of the party, hut to cause sus­ 
picion as to the integrity of the candi­ 
date. And this is inevitable under the cir­ 
cumstances, for it is swiftly made appa­ 
rent that tho party has undergone no 
change of heart, and the inference there­ 
fore must be that it is the candidate who 
has apostatized. 
Thus we fiud Wade 
Hampton in Virginia telling his audience 
that the principles of this campaign are 
those which Lee and Jackson fought for 
for four years, and we know very well that 
this is the real sentiment of the South. 
What then doe3 (leneral Hancock's can­ 
didacy mean T He did not fight for 
the principles of I-ee and Jackson. 
No ! But he is to-day in the hands of 
the men who did, and behind his loy­ 
alty they are putting forward their 
old assaults upon the Union. Such facts 
as this make it impossible that a Union 
mau chosen by Democrats should impart a 
Union aspect to the campaign. In a 
question as to whether the tail shall wag 
the dog, or the dog wag the tail, we all 
know what the end must be. General 
Hancock does not wag the Democracy; 
the Democracy wags him. This is the 
fatal mistake the Democratic leaders have 
twice made. They thought they could 
revolutionize their record with Horace 
Greeley, and they failed. They thought 
they could do the same with Hancock, and 
they will fail again. The fact is that it is 
not in the situation. The candidate must 
take the color of his party ; his party 
cannot be colored by him. And when the 
party is the Democracy, and the candidate 
a man like General Hancock, it is inevit­ 
able that in the end his allegiance to the 
country should lie looked upon as more 
doubtful than the notorious disloyalty of 
his principal supporters. 


THE BEN.-ER FIASCO. 
After all the long accounts of the 
Bender captures it seems that there was no 
evidence upon which to hold the accused 
persons, and that they had to Vie dis­ 
charged after a fruitless preliminary ex­ 
amination. We presume that this course 
would not have been adopted hail there 
been any reason to suppose tkat their 
identity could have been established. But 
when they were confronted with several 
persons who had known the real Benders it 
was at once declared that these were not the 
murderers. And so, after the country has 
been edified with interminable “ con­ 
" fessions,” and elaborate accounts of the 
manner in which their crimes were com­ 
mitted, it turns out that thero is abso­ 
lutely nothing to connect these people 
with the case in any way. 
Who they 
really are, or what their motives were for 
telling all these stories, has not yet been 
stated, if indeed it is known. They may 
be gratified with the thought that they 
have deceived the whole country, and that 
perhaps they came dangerously near being 
lynched by an impulsive and virtuous 
populace. 
THE FOUNDERED PILGRIMS. 
It is now stated that the Mecca pilgrims 
whose vessel foundered in the Bed Sea on 
the way to Jeddah, were not drowned after 
all. The Captain left the ship too hur­ 
riedly, and she was afterward found and 
towed safely into port. The pilgrims, 
however, would not have cared greatly had 
they found a watery grave, for it is the be­ 
lief among those who make the holy jour­ 
ney to th« shrine of the Prophet that all 
who die on the w ay, or while returning, 
go straight to Paradise without a passport. 


It appears to ns that some Eastern jour­ 
nals are adopting a line of argument in re­ 
gard to the Democratic tarifi plank which 
is liable to lead them into difficulties. The 
most obvious, and the strongest objection 
to the plank referred to is that it is a mere 
catch-penny pretense, standing for no real 
tariff reform purpose. 
The Democrats 
have already had their opportunity to 
show their regard fer free trade principles, 
and they have exhibited the genuineness of 
their convictions by refusing to acquiesce 
in any plan of tariff reform. The free- 
trade resolution intheCincinnatiplatform is 
therefore a mere beating of the air, for it 
is plain enough that the Democratic lead­ 
ers have not the courage or the honesty to 
put their professed principles into practice 
when they have the power to do so. The 
New York Tribune, however, professes 
to see in the Democratic platform the 
expression of a real purpose to urge free- 
trade doctrines, and takes the position that 
the promulgation of suoh doctrines was 
a great blunder on the part of the framers 
of the platform. It says : “ Every intelli­ 
g e n t mechanic and factory operative in 
“ the country sees that the Democracy has 
“ thrown off all pretense of friendliness to 
“ his interests, and is pledged, if It has 
“ the power, to strike down the protecting 
“ arm of the Government, which shields 
“ him from the competition of the half- 
“ paid, half-starved labor of Europe.’ Me 
are ashamed to see such fustian as this in 
a loading journal, for it is deinagogisui of 
the lowest and most contemptible kind. 
The assertion that the laboring classes are 
interested in the maintenance of a high 
tariff is one which might be expected from 
a Pennsylvania manufacturer, but cer­ 
tainly not from a journal which has any re­ 
gard for the truth or the general 
welfare. 
Even 
supposing, 
however, 
that every operative and mechanic 
was direetly benefited by the tariff, 
this fact would not constitute a jus­ 
tification of Protection. 
Judging from 
the returns of the census of 1870 there are 
now probably three and a half millions of 
persons engaged in manufactures aud me­ 
chanical and mining industries in the 
whole United States. Now Protection re­ 
quires that forty-six and a half millions of 
people shall be taxed in order that 
these three million and a half Bhould have 
better wages. That is the theory of 1 ro- 
tectiou, not the fact. The fact is that it 
does not improve the condition of the 
three millions and a half, while it does 
impose heavy burdens upon all the 
rest. For example, in order that five 
Eastern manufacturing firms should be bol­ 
stered up, the price of railroad iron and 
steel was more than doubled. This was 
one incident of Protection. Its effect was 
to make the shipper and the passenger on 
all the railroads pay increased rates, and 
to keep down the wages of railroad em­ 
ployes. It must be remembered, more­ 
over, that Protection dees not protect a 
tithe of all the persons employed in manu­ 
facturing and mechanical industries. Its 
immediate benefits are limited to the lines 
of industry which are bolstered up by it, 
and which therefore employ more hands 
than they might otherwise do. This is a 
very small proportion of the three millions 
and a half : probably not more than a mill­ 
ion all told. And we arc assured by the 
Tribune that it is the bight of wisdom and 
statesmanship to tax forty-nine millions of 
people for the special advantage of one 
million. 
Nor is this all. The advocates of this 
kind of confiscation ara under obligation 
to make it clear that if there was no pro­ 
tection the now protected industries would 
languish. This, we afiirm, they cannot 
demonstrate. 
On the contrary, all the 
showings they are so fond of making of 
the wonderful growth of our industries 
under their pet system, prove that if that 
system ever had an excuse it has long 
since ceased to have one. It is neither 
honest nor philosophical to tell the work­ 
ing classes that their interests are bound 
up with Protection, and it is politically im­ 
prudent, for tho reason that the agricultural 
class is very much larger than the mechan­ 
ical and manufacturing, and that its inter­ 
ests are most assuredly not identical with 
those of the Protectionists. The uectssity 
for tariff reform has been growing clearer 
for several years to all candid observers of 
national progress, and even the protected 
manufacturers have for some time past 
seemed to realize that they could not much 
longer hope to fatten upon forced contribu­ 
tions from the nation at large. Free Trade 
indeed is the natural philosophy of all 
who gain their living by work, though they 
are very apt to mistake their true inter­ 
ests Protection is a legalized form of 
robbery, which diminishes the purchasing 
power of wages by artificially enhancing 
prices; which makes the farmer foot the 
bills of the manufacturer; which robs 
Peter to pay Paul ; which hampers and 
restricts production and commerce ; which 
is opposed to every rational and enlight­ 
ened theory of fiscal science. We do not 
believe that any political exigencies can 
justify the teaching of had political econ­ 
omy, and therefore wc cannot regard the 
Tribune's course in this respect as other 
than wrong. If its opponents were shrewd 
they would be able to force it into a 
very awkward dilemma, and in fact 
it has placed itself in a position from which 
there is no safe extrication. The truth is 
that the doctrine enunciated by theCincin­ 
nati Convention in regard to the tariff is a 
perfectly sound one, abstractly speaking, 
but that it possesses no significance because 
the party making it -is undeserving of con­ 
fidence. Both the Tribune and Mr. Blaine 
are quite at sea ou this subject, and we do 
not think they will help the interests of 
the Republican party with intelligent men 
by thus upholding one of the greatest 
abuses the country labors under. 
THE CANADIAN PACIFIC RAILWAY. 
While it is true that the present pros­ 
pects of the Canadian Pacific Railway are 
anything but rose-colored, and while it is 
difficult to see bow that enterprise can be 
made self-supporting, the experience of 
this country in railroad building ought to 
warn us against the danger of lightlyjridi- 
cnling new undertakings of this character 
in advance. Nothing can lie urged against 
the feasibility of the Canadian road which 
was not at one time urged against our own 
Pacific Railroad. We need not go outside 
this State even to find abundant evidence 
of the most widespread skepticism as to 
the success of that project, while at the 
F.ast it was for a long time sneered and 
jeered at as a perfectly absurd attempt, 
and the most tremendous arguments were 
framed to demonstrate the iirqiossibility 
of its ever paying. AH that is now alleged 
against the Canadian Pacific ; the inclem­ 
ency of the climate, the engineering diffi­ 
culties, the want of population, has been 
employed before, and every one of these 
objections has been made by events to 
look simply ridiculous. It is, therefore, 
prudent to refrain from passing judgment 
in advance upon the Dominion enterprise. 
It may prove a failure, as predicted. But 


it must be remembered that almost as great- 
and numerous difficulties have been en­ 
countered in similar undertakings, and 
surmounted triumphantly. 
As to the 
want of population, everyone who has 
observed the effects of railroad building 
in the West ought to know that settle­ 
ment is caused by railroads. Their con­ 
struction attracts attention to regions 
which would perhaps have been neglected 
for centuries otherwise, and immigration 
instantly poflrs into the waste places and 
fills them up. It would be a very great 
mistake to suppose that there are no fertile 
lands along the course of the Canadian 
Pacific. British Columbia is rich in all the 
natural resources of a great country. It 
has mines and forests and pasture and 
arable lands in profusion. It is well wa­ 
tered. The climate is temperate through 
a large extent of the territory, and 
with the advent of transportation fa­ 
cilities there is no reason why it 
should not settle up rapidly. The build­ 
ing of the railroad, moreover, must give a 
great impetus to the mining industry. 
Though a large amount of gold has been 
taken out of the Caribou and Kootnay 
and other mining regions, it is the belief 
of old miners that the country has been 
little more than scratched yet. Whether 
its destiny is to be American or English we 
think it certain that British Columbia has 
a considerable future before it, and it is 
by no means improbable that the Canadian 
Pacific Railroad may prove the key to un­ 
lock its treasures and to furnish its oppor­ 
tunities. At all events it is too soon to 
predict the failure of that enterprise, and 
in an age when it is rather the rule than 
the exception for astonishing results to 
flow from discredited causes, it is certainly 
as well to withhold judgment on a matter 
of this kind. 
A NEW KIND OF VERDICT. 


THE REUNION. 


Gathering of Ex-Soldiers and 
Sailors at Columbus. 


ADDRESS OF PRESIDENT HAYES. 


The Results of the W ar for the 
Preservation of the Union, 
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The presentment of the Grarid Jury in 
the Seawanahaka case has surprised the 
public, for the latter has not been accus­ 
tomed to such direct and vigorous action 
against the responsible parties in similar 
affairs. As a rule, when some great disas­ 
ter occurs, and a wholesale slaughter of 
the traveling public results, there is a 
bungliDg and hurried inquest, and after the 
press has tired a few rounds of blank car­ 
tridge the matter drops, and no more is 
heard of it. In the present case, however, 
there is an evident intention to hold some­ 
body responsible, and the Grand Jury have 
presented the owners, the Government In­ 
spectors, and the captain. In 'making the 
last presentment the jury had to run coun­ 
ter to public sentiment, for the acknowl­ 
edged bravery of Captain Smith in stand­ 
ing at the wheel until he had run the burn­ 
ing boat ashore, at the risk of his own life, 
ha3 made him very popular. The Grand 
Jury, how ever, find that his gallantry does 
not atone for his previous neglect, and they 
charge him with such inattention to his 
duties in failing to provide life-saving ap­ 
paratus, as constitutes the crime of man­ 
slaughter. As Mr. Charles A. Dana, pro­ 
prietor of the New York Sun, is one of 
the owners of the burned steamer, and as 
all of them are men of wealth aud posi­ 
tion, this case promises to bocomo a cele­ 
brated one. If it results in securing greater 
safety for the public it will, however, be 
one of the first instances of the kind on 
record. 
INDIANA POLITICS. 
The Democratic outlook in Indiana is by 
no means cheerful. Landers, their can­ 
didate, is exceedingly unpopular, and the 
recent decision of the Supremo Court on 
the validity of the Constitutional Amend­ 
ments has caused very widespread disgust 
and indignation. The Greenbackers are 
utterly opposed to any coalition with the 
Democracy. 
Landers and English are at 
deadly feud. And to crown all the Re­ 
publican uominations are very popular, and 
the party full of hope, and unvexed by dis­ 
sension of any kind. 
The sharp trick 
played by the Democrats in the matter of 
the Supreme Court business is no doubt 
equal to a good many nails in their coffin. 
The people think it savors altogether too 
strongly of the Maine infamy, and besides, 
it threatens them with an increase of taxa­ 
tion. On the whole the prospects are de­ 
cidedly gloomy for Mr. Landers and his 
party, and the worst symptom of all is the 
rumored talk of taking him off the ticket. 
That in itself is almost equivalent to a 
surrender.

When he had concluded, 
PRESIDENT HATES 
Was introduced, and beiug received with 
loud cheers, said : 
The citizens of Ohio who were soldiers in 
the Union army have a.-eembleil here to re­ 
joice that we had the glorious privilege of en­ 
listing and serving on the right side in the 
great conflict for the Union and equal rights. 
We rejoice, also, that we have been per­ 
mitted to live long enough to see and enjoy 
the results of the victory we gained and to 
measure the vast bentfits which it conferred 
on our country. 
One fact will illustrate 
immeasurably the blessings conferred upon 
the United StateB by the success of the 
Union arms. The immigration into a country 
is evidence of that country's prosperity. 
During our civil war, and the dis­ 
turbed and troubled years which imme­ 
diately preceded and followed it, immigration 
fell oif and became of comparatively small 
importance ; but now our couutry's prosper­ 
ity, the stability of our Government and the 
permanent prevalence of peace at home and 
with foreign nations—blessings which could 
not have been enjoyed by this couutry if the 
Union arms had failed—have given to the 
world confidence in the future welfare aud 
greatness of the United States, which is 
pouring upon our shores such 
KTBEAM8 OP IMMIGRATION 
As were never known before. If we take a 
survey of the globe, we will find everywhere 
many people looking forward to the time 
when they can emigrate to some mofe favoi-J 
land. Only one of the great nations is in r.o 
danger of losing its capital aud labor by emi­ 
gration. Aliare losing by this cause exupt 
the United States. The Uuited States 
alone is gaining. There is ofle flag, and in 
all the world only one, whose protection good 
men and women born under it will never 
willingly leave. Good men anil women, born 
under every other flag, are eagerly and gladly 
seeking that flag, so loved at home, so longed 
for by millions abroad, it is the old flig 
under which we inarched to save what in our 
soldier days we were fond of calling “ God’s 
country.” It is easily Feeu what chiefly at­ 
tracts this immigration. 
It goes where 
good land is cheap, where labor and capital 
fiud profitable employment, where peace and 
social order prevail, aud where civil and re­ 
ligious liberty are secure. Do you ask where 
in our country does this immigration mainly 
go 7 The recent census shows us no parts of 
the country where land is cheap, und where 
capital and labor are needed, that are not 
rapidly increasing in population. In these 
ijtuU'S it will he found that 
TWO THINGS ARE WANTING. 
Means for popular education are not suffi­ 
ciently provided, and the g-iod order of society 
is destroyed by a popular refusal t > accept 
then suits of the war for the Union. These 
two defects, wherever they prevail in our 
American society, are hostile to the increase 
of population and to prosp rity. They are 
found generally to exist together. Vrhere 
popular education prevails the capital rights, 
the amendments to the Constitution of the 
United States, embodying the results of the 
war, are inviolable. It must perhaps be 
conceded that there was one great error in 
measures by which it was sought to secure 
the results of our Union victory. The system 
of slavery in the South of necessity kept in 
ignorance 4,000,000 of slaves. It also left 
unprovided with education a large num­ 
ber of nou-slave holding white peo­ 
ple. 
With the 
end of 
the 
war 
the slave became citizens. The uneducated 
whites remained as they had been, also citi­ 
zens. Thus the duties and responsibilities of 
citizenship were developed largely in the 
States lately iu rebellion, upon uneducated 
people, white and colored, with what results? 
Liberty aud the exercise of the right of citi­ 
zenship are excellrnt educators. In many 
respects, we are glad to believe that 
ENCOURAGING PROGRESS 
Has been made. The labor system has been 
reorganized, material prosperity is increasing, 
race prejudices and antagonisms have dimin­ 
ished, the passions and animosities of the war 
are subsiding and the ancient harmony and 
concord and 
patriotic national senti­ 
ments are returning. 
But, after all, 
we 
cannot 
fail 
to 
observe 
that 
the immigration, which so infallibly find out 
the true conditions of countries, does not go 
largely in late slave-holding regions of the 
United States. A great deal of cheap and 
productive land can there be found, were the 
population is not rapidly increasing. When 
our revolutionary fathers adopted the ordi­ 
nance of 1787 fot the government of the 
Northwest Territory, out of which Ohio and 
four other great States have been carved, 
they established, as the cornerstone of the 
free institutions they wi.-hed to build, this 
article : “ Religion, morality and knowledge 
being necessary to good government and the 
happiuess of mankind, schools and the means 
of education shall be f-mever encouraged." 
Unfortunately for the complete success of re­ 
construction iu the South, this stone was re­ 
jected by its builders. Slavery had been 
destroyed by the war, but its evils 
lived after it and deprived many parts 
of the South of intelligent self-government, 
without which, iu America at least, great 
and [lermanent prosperity is impossible. To 
perpetuate the Union and abolish slavery 
were the woik of the war. To educate the 
uneducated is the appropriate work of peace. 
It is plain that at the end of the war the tre- 
menduous change in the labor ami social sys­ 
tem of the South left them in no condition 
to provide for 
UNIVERSAL rorULAR EDUCATION. 
In a recent memorial to Congress on this sub­ 
ject. in behalf of the Peabody educational 
fund, Hon. A. H. H. Stuart showes that 
" two millions of children in the Southern 
States are without means of instruction," 
and adds, with great force, “ when millions 
of citizens are growing up in the greatest ig­ 
norance it is obvious that neither individual 
charity nor the resources of imimverished 
Slates wi'l be sufficient to meat the emer­ 
gency. Nothing short of the wealth and 
jsiwer of the Federal Government will over- 
c m i the evil.” 
Toe President then said he would -deal 
with the question of education by the aid of 
the National Government in the same way 
that the General Government undertakes 
public improvement*, where they are of na­ 
tional importance ; hut local and private en­ 
terprise are inadequate to their prosecution. 
Wherever local systems of popular education 
are inadequate, they should be supplemented 
by the General Government by devoting to 
that pnrp.se, by suitable legislation with 
jiopu'ar safeguards, public lanas, nr, if neces­ 
sary, appropriations from the national treas­ 
ury. 
1 In conclusion he said : “ The soldier of the 
Uuion has done his work, and has done it 
well. The work of the ichoobnaster is now 
in order. Wherever his work shall be well 
done in all our bonier, it will be found that 
there also the principles of the Declaration of 
Indei>eudence will lie cherished, a sentiment 
of nationality will prevail, the equal rights 
amendments will be cheerfully obeyed, and 


there will be the home of freedom and the 
refuge of the oppressed of every race and of 
every clime.” 
GENERAL SHERMAN’S OPINION OF WAR. 
General Sherman 
followed President 
Hayes in an appropriate speech. He said it 
delighted his soul to see so many of the good 
old boys left. There was many a boy there 
to-day who looked on soldiering as all glory; 
“ but boys,” he said, “ it is all hell. I look 
on war with horror; but if it has got to 
come I am here,” aud the crowd made the 
air ring with hurrahs again aud again. 
In the eveniug the President attended the 
meeting of ex-prisoners of war, but confined 
himself to returning thanks for the manner 
of his reception. 
A telegram of regret was received from 
General Garfield.

Cankers’ t’unvon'loii. 
Saratoga, August 11th.—The American 
Bankers’ Association was called to order in 
the Town Hail by J. D. Vermilye of New 
York,who introduced President Alex. Mitch­ 
ell of Milwaukee. Mitchell congratulated 
the members of the Convention on the change 
in the financial condition of the country 
which has taken place during the past two 
years. Then the problem of a return to spe­ 
cie payments prcs-cd for a solution which all 
awaited with anxiety and some with appre­ 
hension. Beyond doubt the success of re­ 
sumption was largely if not entirely due to 
the cordial and organized effort and co-opera­ 
tion of the banks and hankers of the United 
States, and thus one of the great objects of 
the Association lias been happily achieved. 
Resumption has only been tested under the 
most favorable circumstances. It was pre­ 
ceded by long and elaborate preparations. 
Overtrading had been checked by the en­ 
hancement in value which the currency had 
undergone iu anticipation of the day fixed for 
resumption. The balance of foreign trade 
was in our favor. The prosecution of works 
of public improvement had been partially 
suspended, and trade and commerce had been 
placed on a footing of prudence and economy. 
The report of the Executive Committee 
states that there have been 155 deaths of 
bankers and bank officers during the year, 
among them Thomas Wolcott, the oldest 
banker in the United States at the time of 
his death. In reviewing the work of the 
year it is found that the spirit of ’ cordiality 
and uuion h.13 been gathering strength, and 
six thousand banks aud bankers of the coun­ 
try are gradually uniting for carrying on a 
common work for mutual benefit. 
Gigantic Knllway Combination — Con­ 
trolling tlic Vralu-Carryins Trade. 
New York, August 11th.—The Philadel­ 
phia Press says of the conference of railroad 
magnates and the proposed union of the Pa­ 
cific coast lines : It will consolidate 6,000 
miles of railwáy, which gridirons all the 
southwest and Colorado and Kansas. These 
roads will make the wheat fields of Kansas as 
near New Orleans as Chicago, and will make 
the former, which increased its foreign ship­ 
ments from two to ten millions recently, ons 
of the largest grain-shipping points of the 
country. 
Besides this, there will be a 
through connection between St. Louis and 
New Orleans effected. Jay Gould already 
controls the barge line between these two 
cities, and the combination will get posses­ 
sion of the wheat carrying trade of Kansas 
and that section of the West at the expense 
of Chicago, Milwaukee and other ports which 
have monopolized the grain trade. 
Tbe Negro Exudas. 
St. L ouis, August 11th.—The President of 
the Colored Relief Board of this city has ad­ 
vices that 10,000 negroeH will emigrate from 
Mississippi and Louisiana within the next 
two months, and will arrive here, en route to 
Kansas and other Northern States. About 
forty per day for the past month have been 
cared for here by the Board and forwarded to 
their destinations.

LASSEN NOTES. 
A correspondent writing from Susanville 
under date of August 8th furnishes the an­ 
nexed news : 
The trial of C. F. Miere for the murder 
of Richard Walsh on the llth of last April 
commenced here last Monday, in the Su­ 
perior Court, J udge Hendricks presiding. 
The trial consumed the entire week, aud 
was attended by a large concourse of 
people, attracted, no doubt, more by the 
reputation for legal ability and talent of 
counsel employed than interest in the case, 
as the deceased and Miers were compara­ 
tively unknown in this commuuity, living 
as they did in Big valley, some 75 miles 
from this place. The principal facts that 
led to the killing, a3 developed during the 
trial, were that John, Richard and Peter 
Walsh, along with G. W. Jackson, owned 
a band of sheep. Mr. Miers was also a 
sheep owner. There was a piece of Gov. 
ernment land which each claimed as a 
range for their sheep, and on which both 
had them at that time. Richard Walsh 
made threats against Miers’ life if he did 
not take his sheep off the range. These 
threats, which werecommunicated to Miers, 
led to the shooting of Richard Walsh with 
a Winchester rifle. G. W. Jackson was 
present at the time, and was the principal 
witness for the prosecution. His testimo­ 
ny and Miers’ conflicted, inasmuch as 
Jackson swore that Walsh wa3 standing on 
a reck at the time the shot was fired, while 
Miers swore that Walsh wa3 approaching 
in a threatening manner. The theory of 
the defense was that a conspiracy to kill 
Miera had been formed by the Walshes 
and Jackson. The prosecution was con­ 
ducted for the people by District Attorney 
Branham, assisted hy Clay W. Taylor of 
Shasta county, aud Judge S. Solon Holl of 
Sacramento ; for the prisoner, Creed Hay- 
moud of Sacramento. E, V. Spencer of 
Susanville, J. W. Parker of Adin, and 
Judge C. MoCloskey of Susanville. The 
examination of witnesses occupied the 
time from Monday until Thursday noon. 
In the afternoon Judge Holl argued for 
the people, followed in the evening by 
Spencer for the defense. Friday morning 
lie continued his argument, which occupied 
most of the forenoon. In the afternoon 
Creed Haymond closed the argument for 
defense, “which occupied the time until 
4:30 s\ m., when the Court adjourned. 
Iu the evening Clay W. Taylor occupied 
the time until nearly 10 o’clock, when the 
jury received its instructions from Judge 
Hendricks aud retired. After b iug out 
sixteen hours it came into Court for in­ 
structions, after receiving which it soon 
returned a verdict of not guilty. The jury 
was composed of worth and exceptional in­ 
telligence, and their verdict is received by 
the majority as just. 
During the argu­ 
ment of counsel the Court-rocm was 
crowded with an interested hut quiet 
audience, among which were many ladies. 
Mr. Miers is a man 46 years of age, and 
has a wife and four children. He came to 
California in 1854, and has resided iu 
Trinity, Siskiyou and Lassen counties. He 
was Assistant Federal Assessor of ¡Siskiyou 
county three and a half years ago. He 
has taught school nearly three years, and 
has a first grade State certificate. 
Dr. George Harley, a prominent physi­ 
cian of this place, died last Friday, and 
waa buried here Saturday with Masonic 
ceremonies, he being a member of the 
order. The procession, which was a large 
one, was preceded by the Susanville Cornet 
Band. 
The weather here is quite warm, the 
thermometer reaching 92 yesterday, and 
9S' in the Bhade to day. The farmers are- 
busy making hay, of which there is a 
larger crop than at first expected.

I n lc r o c c a n ic S h l p - R a l l n a y . 
San F rancisco, August 11th.—Captain 
James B. Eads addressed the Chamber of 
Commerce this afteruoon upon the subject of 
a ship-raiiroad across the Isthmus ot Pan­ 
ama. 
President Babcock presided. 
Captain 
Eads said that any project promising quick 
transit from one ocean to the other was of 
great importance to the coast. 
Instead of 
prosperity that ought to be observed here in 
California, nothing was seen but depression. 
Was there a cheap means of transporting 
cereals and other products across the Isth­ 
mus, this depression would give place to pros­ 
perity. 
The surplus cereals are estimated to 
be 800,000 tons during the coming year. 
Freight around the Horn is $15 per ton. 
By 
transportation across the Isthmus of Nicara­ 
gua by canal freight would cost only $10 per 
ton, saving $4,000,000 to the farmers of this 
State, or 15 ceuts per bushel. 
This means, 
too, 15 ceuts more added to the price of pro­ 
ducts consumed here. 
Captain Eads said 
that his proposed railroad across the Isthmus 
of Panama would save $800,000 more to the 
people of this coast, the railroad costing less 
and consuming less time in construction than 
the canal. 
The idea of transporting vessels 
by railroad is not new. 
For-y years ago rail- 
ruads were constructed across the Alleghanies 
to carry canal-boats. 
If this plan proved a 
success, it can hardly be argued that a rail­ 
road cannot be constructed strong enough to 
carry an ocean vessel. 
It is a question of 
strength of materials. 
It is proposed to use 
at least twelve rails, upon which will run a 
car carried on a great number of wheels.
